Marion Annual Town Meeting 

April 28-29, 2003 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

The Annual Town Meeting for the Town of 
Marion was called to order on Monday, April 28 at 6:45 
pm by Town Moderator David B. Titus having noted the 
presence of a quorum of some 300 registered voters. After 
a brief invocation from Pastor Gary Taylor of the 
SouthCoast Community Church and the singing of the 
National Anthem, Finance Committee (FinCom) Chair- 
man Lee Hayes made a brief presentation on the town's 
financial outlook given the current fiscal climate in the 
state. 

Mr. Hayes noted that the "net operating budget" 
represents only a 3.4 percent increase, "which is (on par) 
with Proposition 2 1/ 2," he said. "Special articles total 
about $350,000 ... (and) state aid cuts to Marion is about 18 
percent or $240,000 — which is about 25 cents on the tax 
rate." In effect, the town's total budget increase for 
FY2004 is 4.99 percent, Mr. Hayes said. 

Among the key budget hikes this year: $365,000 
in regional school increased spending; $150,000 in health/ 
town insurance and pensions; $100,000 pay increases for 
all town departments; $70,000 in debt interest payments; 
$42,000 for the fire department (more runs and mainte- 
nance); and an additioanl $25,000 in legal fees. 

The Fire Department is also requesting $375,000 
to purchase a new pumper/ tanker vehicle. "The cost of 
that does not impact next fiscal year," Mr. Hayes said. 
"That $375,000 is borrowed and principal payments start 
in FY2005." 

In order to balance the FY 2004 budget, Mr. Hayes 
said the FinCom is using "75 percent of the town's Free 
Cash reserves ... to fill the $240,000 gap in state aid cuts. 
We'll spend roughly $600,000 in FY2004, which leaves us 
with a $200,000 (Free Cash) cushion," he said.

The FinCom recommends keeping the town's 
$430,000 Stabilization Fund intact. "It's kept available for 
major emergencies," he said. "This is 3 percent of our total 
budget, and the average for all Massachusetts towns is 7 
percent." 

As for future Capital Projects: "We've done just 
about everything we can do, so this list is short," Mr. 
Hayes said. "We've done the two schools and other major 
road repairs." The only three things on the horizon to 
anticipate: a possible new police station; replace a number 
of pieces of DPW equipment ($500,000); and do the 
remainder of $1 million major road repair project 
($600,000). 

Given the past property tax average on a median 
home ($1600 in 1990, $2600 in 2000, and $2950 in 2003), if 
the town continues this spending trend, Mr. Hayes said 
taxpayers can expect to see their tax bills rise to $3750 in 
2008. And with water and sewer projects slated in the 
near future, "it looks like water rates double, but not as 
quickly ... (over about) 10 years," he said. 

"That's a picture of what we're looking at for the 
next five years," Mr. Hayes said. "There's a big assump- 
tion (in) annual increases. Our goal is still to try and get 
that spending curve down." 

With that, voters were asked to consider paying 
compensation for Elected Town Officials under ARTICLE 
1 as follows: Board of Selectmen ($4,539 each member per 
year); Board of Assessors ($4,349 each member per year);

Board of Health ($1,678 each member per year); Town 
Clerk ($16,994 per year); Treasurer ($25,369 per year); Tax 
Collector ($25,369 per year); Town Moderator ($220 for 
Annual Meeting, $73 for Special Meetings). Article 1 
carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to approve 
a total $15.05 million amended General Operating Budget 
for FY2004. 

Although some questions were raised, as per 
usual, over select line items in the budget, it was the 
proposed $15,400 increase in the Building Department 
budget (Line Item 241) that spurred the most debate. The 
Board of Selectmen had recently proposed changing the 
current part-time Building Commissioner position — held 
by former Town Administrator Ray Pickles — to a full- 
time slot and to not renew Mr. Pickles' three-year contract 
when it expires in June. 

"The Selectmen have asked for this increase for 
what we feel is a compelling case to change the part-time 
Building Commissioner's position to a full-time position," 
Selectmen Chairman Benjamin Bryant said. "I would like

to acknowledge that we have not handled this perfectly. 
This is a difficult change for the town. Many of you have 
expressed to me that Mr. Pickles has been a valued 
employee of the town, on behalf of the board I apologize 
to (him) and the town. I believe what happened is we had 
our business hats on, but we viewed this as simply a 
contract renewal. But this is still a small town and this is 
not a business. We can agree to disagree. Tonight, then, is 
my opportunity to explain our decision." 

Mr. Bryant said the board felt it was time to create 
a full-time, 40-hour-a-week Building Inspector's position 
because they saw a need for the Building Commissioner 
to be more available and work more closely with the 
Planning Board and Zoning Board of Appeals in develop- 
ing by-laws and enforcing zoning regulations. 

"We would like to see more availability to the 
public," he said. "We would like to see more zoning 
enforcement, we need more time spent supervising this 
team, providing training, coaching, supervising. More 
effort needs to be spent cataloging the documents which 
are generated by the (building) department. We have seen 
an increase in the number of safety inspections — 10 
inspections in the last four weeks. The Building Commis- 
sioner will be asked to provide more time with the ZBA 
and Planning Board to get us the by-laws that we want to 
live by. We will be adding two new roles to the Building 
Commissioner: one is supervisor of town buildings; 
second, heTl be responsible to ensure that Marion's stock 
of affordable housing is maintained to standards." 

Mr. Bryant said this change would cost about 
$17,500 in salary and another $6,000 in benefits for a total 
cost of $54,200. "But we get a lot more for that extra 
money," Mr Bryant said. "As we add responsibilities to 
the Building Commissioner position, at some point we hit 
a break-even level." 

But many residents were resistant to this change. 
Horace "Hod" Kenney questioned why past practice has 
been to place all new positions on an override and this is 
being included as part of the regular budget. 

"Our rationale was it wasn't a new position, it 
was two part-time positions becoming one full-time," Mr. 
Bryant said. 

"I get concerned when we start talking about new

regulations and enforcement," said Joseph Zora Jr. "Ray 
spent an awful lot of time in this town and he's at an age 
where he can offer us a lot. I'd like to see Mr. Pickles stay 
on until we get through this tough economic (time)." 

"This is not about performance, this is about 
wanting to expand services," Mr. Bryant said. "The reason 
it wasn't discussed more in open (session) was because 
we treated it as a contract (issue)." 

"The FinCom approved this increase based on 
what we are led to believe," said member Lee Vulgaris. 
"Nobody's going to jump into Ray's shoes, because he's 
been here a long time. We had varied discussions on the 
FinCom and we went back and forth and we agreed this 
was the best thing for the town. I just really want you all 
to understand that if this were not a personal issue, would 
we be discussing it in this manner?" 

Resident Victor Brier, who brought his concerns 
before the Board of Selectmen at a recent meeting, claimed 
the board had not been forthcoming in dealing with Mr. 
Pickles and they shouldn't be so hasty to rid themselves 
of his valuable expertise. 

"It was a nice display you put up there with the 
numbers, but I'm not going to click my heels and go back 
to Kansas," he said. "I'm not buying it. I sit here and I 
listen to how my dollars are going to be spent. There's 
cutbacks everywhere. We've had a man that was capable 
of doing that and yet you want to kick him to the curb? 
You're telling me you're going to get some school kid and 
train him and he's going to be as good as (Ray), I don't 
think so." 

With that, Mr. Brier moved to amend the budget 
line item back to $53,770 (level-funded) which, in effect, 
would retain the part-time Building Commissioner's 
position. 

The motion to amend carried via majority vote 
and then Town Meeting voted to support retaining the

part-time Building Commissioner position, 190 to 113. 
In other matters. Town Meeting: 

• Approved a $160,189 override for increased 
utility and maintenance requirements at ORR High School 
(ARTICLE 3). "The new school is twice the size of the old 
building, right away the cost would have doubled, but the 
cost will triple because in addition to having more space 
to heat, we'll be doing an air exchange which is in line 
with (state) code," explained School Superintendent Dr 
William Cooper. 

• Approved $15,000 for a schematic design, site 
evaluation and cost estimates for the new police station, 
probably to be located on property donated to the town 
from Tabor Academy (ARTICLE 4). "One of the things we 
were hoping was we wouldn't have to purchase a site," 
said Police Chief Lincoln Miller.

• Approved $30,000 to be used by the Marine 
Resources Commission (MRC) to make repairs to 
Silvershell Beach and Wing's Cove Landing ramps, and to 
the Harbormaster's Pavilion steps and wall. (ARTICLE 6). 

• Approved $14,000 to be used by MRC for the 
purpose of providing matching funds for a Clean Vessels 
Act Grant to purchase and equip a new pump-out boat 
(ARTICLE 7). 

• Approved $375,000 to be used by the Fire 
Department to purchase a new rescue-pumper vehicle 
(ARTICLE 8). The impact on tax rate, according to 
FinCom Chairman Lee Hayes, would be about 8 cents per 
year for the first two years, and 7 cents per year for the 
remaining 18 years.

The board was pleased to welcome State Senator 
Joan M. Menard, now the Senator for Rochester since the 
change in the First Bristol District. Senator Menard spent 
the day in Rochester touring the town and agencies such 
as the Council on Aging (COA). This is a part of her plan 
to visit all the towns and cities that are part of her district.

Senator Menard 
indicated that the House of Representatives had prepared 
their version of the budget and it was a good indication of 
what would be included in the final package and it was 
prepared in an understandable fashion, therefore, it was a 
good guide. She felt that Rochester would not be hurt too 
much by the percentage cuts and could probably plan on 
cuts of 15 to 20 percent overall.

tion reimbursement and the length of time for the 65 
percent reimbursement rate. Although no new applica- 
tions are being accepted, all previous applications such as 
the ORR School District will be funded in the order in 
which they were received. 

Senator Menard felt that certain items such as 
Senior Pharmacy must be part of the budget since there 
have been such drastic cuts in Mass Health which affects 
the poorest and least healthy population. New revenues 
will not be part of the process unless the vast majority of 
the voters realize that the cuts in State and Federal 
funding are hurting so much of the population that they 
demand new taxes.

Following this, the board approved the minutes 
of the April 14, regular meeting and the Executive Session 
of that date. 

The first appointment of the evening was with 
Town Planner Randall Kunz concerning the Paradise 
Meadows Development. The Planning Board has some 
worries pertaining to the fact that the project is not 
complete.

FAT CATS 

My veterinarian told me that my cat is fat. I thought that 
cats would regulate their caloric intake to remain at their 
ideal iveight. 

In an ideal world you would be right, but trust your 
cats doctor. Obesity is very common in our feline pets 
who often have little to accomplish other than keeping 
a lap warm and their stomachs full. 

Hoiv can I get her to lose iveight? 
There is no completely painless way for your cat to 
shed a few pounds. Feeding a low calorie food will 
help as will increasing the amount of exercise that 
your cat gets. Forget about leaving food out all of the 
time. Feed your cat 2 meals a day. Your goal is slow 
weight loss over a few months to a year rather than a 
crash diet that may be dangerous for your cat.

In October at the 2001 Special Town Meeting the Selectman 
sought and received funding from the town to hire East Coast 
Engineering to develop the engineering plans for capping the 
landfill. At additional board meetings between October and 
January the options were discussed and a presentation by New 
England Waste Services (NEWS) was made. The decision to sign 
a letter of intent with NEWS was voted on at the January 29, 
2002 board meeting. 

Two new Selectmen were elected in April of 2002 and 
during their first few months, the Town Administrator gave a 
number of updates during regular board meetings on the 
progress being made to develop a solution. Over the summer of 
2002, two of the Selectmen, the Town Administrator, the 
Regional Health Agent and the Department of Public Works 
Superintendent made a site visit to a landfill capping operation 
being conducted by NEWS in the town of Woburn. Most 
recently a public hearing was held on November 21, 2002 in 
which the plan was presented and public comments were 
received. 

From the begirming of this process, three options for 
meeting the DEP requirements have been considered. They are: 
removing the landfill, paying for the landfill cap with town 
funds, or working with NEWS to provide the capping at no cost 
to the town. The third option is available because construction 
companies and power plants pay NEWS to dispose of construc- 
tion materials, excavated soil, or coal fly ash. The one option that 
is not available is to do nothing. 

The first option of removing the landfill could return 
the land to productive uses. However, there are several issues 
with this approach. The cost to the town is estimated at $20 
million, the volume of truck traffic would be greater than the

capping operation, and there are risks associated with disturb- 
ing the contents of the landfill. For these reasons, this option is 
considered less desirable than the other two. 

The second option of capping the landfill using town 
funds would allow us to cap the landfill with a reduction in the 
amount of material brought to the location and the time needed 
to complete the operation. But the cost to the town is estimated 
at about $3 million. Because we have the opportunity to save 
this cost for the town's people we feel this is not the best 
solution. 

At this point the Board of Selectmen feel the best option 
will turn out to be to contract with NEWS to cap the landfill at 
no cost to the town. However, a final decision has not been 
made. Over the next few months we will continue to address the 
environmental concerns raised in the April 24 (letter), provide 
additional communication to the townspeople and continue to

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Motel Hell

Identity. Starring John Cusack and Ray Liotta. Directed 
by James Mangold. Running time: 87 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 
Full disclosure: I have little patience with thrillers that 
play with you for its own superior sake, leading up to a 
big twist ending designed to make you feel like a sap. 
Unless it's done in fun (Brian De Palma's specialty) or driv- 
ing at something larger than simply the filmmakers' do- 
minion over a gullible audience, what's the point? You've 
just spent a chunk of the day being manipulated for noth- 
ing. The rain-swept, brooding, violent thriller Identity is 
one such elaborately crafted necklace of nothing. The char- 
acters are not people; they're not even pawns. They're just 
pieces of the puzzle. 

Fate, or Michael Cooney's contrived screenplay, brings 
together ten people — er, pieces — on a dark and stormy 
night: limo driver Ed (John Cusack) and his movie-star 
employer Caroline (Rebecca DeMornay); detective Rhodes 
(Ray Liotta) and a vicious killer he's transporting (Jake 
Busey); an unhappily and recently married young couple 
(Clea DuVall and William Lee Scott); a star-crossed family 
of three (stepdad John C. McGinley, mom Leila Kenzle, 
and little son Bret Loehr); and Larry (John Hawkes), man- 
ager of the remote motel everyone converges on. The roads 
are flooded, the phone lines are out, and people start to 
die. Something nasty is found in a clothes dryer; one char- 
acter is permanently silenced with a baseball bat; and so 
on. Identity is a guess-what's-real slasher movie with high 
secretive overtones. There's more to what we're seeing than 
we're seeing. 

The question is whether we care about seeing the Big 
Truth. Every now and then, we move away from the body 
count at the motel and sit in on a hearing concerning a 




condemned prisoner. Is this the Busey character, or some- 
one else? This is a very short movie, so it's obvious to any- 
one who's seen a movie before that there's something fishy 
about this hearing, which appears to be taking place on 
the same dark stormy night. In such thrillers, any appar- 
ently pointless scene is really there for a reason — maybe 
the Big Reason. 

A good cast is enacting this fancy rubbish; what drew 
them to the material besides its self-conscious cleverness 
is beyond me, since they rarely get to push the tight enve- 
lope they're stuffed into. Cusack, as always, exudes an aura 
of intelligent decency, which of course sets you up to think 
he might be the mysterious killer (especially after he talks 
about his history of blackouts). Most of the other charac- 
ters pretty much are what they appear to be, though each 
has his or her secrets and shames. Mainly, the rigid con- 
trol of the screenwriter rules the day. There was probably 
precious little improv on the set, and few discussions of 
character depth, since everyone is no more or less than 
what the script requires. 

Perhaps the biggest mystery of Identity is its director. 
James Mangold has done a dour indie drama (Heavy), a 
convoluted cop drama (Cop Land), a sensitive female en- 
semble piece [Girl, Interrupted), and a cross-century ro- 
mance {Kate & Leopold). Now this. If we try hard enough 
to find a thematic link in Mangold's work, it would ap- 
pear to be the onion-like layers of delusion and deception 
hiding our true selves from other people and from our- 
selves. Identity, I guess, fits into that, but it's a pretty crude 
and obvious reiteration of his theme. If you want to get to 
the bottom of your characters' identities, it helps if they 
have identities first.

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Common Scents

I'm sure there have been many times where 
you've attended a Town Meeting and someone who's 
mouthing off has made you just want to stand up 
and shout: "You stink! " 

(Those who attended this week's Marion Annual Town 
Meeting may opt to plea the fifth.) 

But even if you were able to act on these baser 
inclinations, it would just be a figure of speech, right? 
You wouldn't actually be commenting on that 
individual's personal fragrance now, would you? 

Well, voters in the town of Shutesbury, MA may 
be doing just that this weekend when they begin seg- 
regating Town Meeting attendees into different sec- 
tions, assorted by scent. Yes, scent. 

Apparently, someone with a little too much free 
time on their hands (and large flaring nostrils, I sus- 
pect) has coerced the town powers-that-be to selec- 
tively discriminate based on personal odors because 
they suffer from "multiple chemical sensitivities syn- 
drome" (their phrase), which is a "fictitious means 
of getting attention and preferential treatment" (my 
phrase). The National Institute of Environmental 
Health Sciences disputes the validity of this so-called 
chronic hypersensitivity to chemicals and odors, but 
even without a medical degree, my diagnosis is it's 
akin to throbbing eyebrows or fear of plastic bags. 

According to an Associated Press (AP) story ear- 
lier this week, Shutesbury' s Town Meeting will be 
sectioned off as follows: one section for those who 
never use scented products; another for those who 
sometimes wear fragrance but not on the day of the 
meeting; one for those wearing scents; and a final la- 
beled "Seating for those who forgot and used cologne 
and perfume." In other words: no smell, you're swell! 

Lest you think this is a last-minute, spur-of-the- 
odor decision hastily made by Shutesbury' s town 
fathers, the town has actually been working to be- 
come "fragrance-free" for the past two years and even 
maintains "fragrance-free" hours at the local library, 
when patrons are neither allowed to wear perfumes 
nor colognes and ... the laser printer is turned off. 



"I'm sorry, m'am, but you can't print up that bibliog- 
raphy — the printer smell might offend someone!" 

I'm tempted to take a long deep breath here, but 
I'm afraid I might catch a whiff of someone nearby. 

Having covered various Town Meetings for bet- 
ter than a decade, I have experienced a couple of foul 
things from time to time ... but I'm hard-pressed to 
think of any offensive odors which bothered me to 
excess — not even in the closest of quarters. 

The problem here isn't that the majority of 
Shutesbury' s populace smells, what reeks is the no- 
tion that someone can affect such a widespread and 
all-encompassing change based on a phantom smell- 
ing ailment. Really, are we now obligated to kowtow 
to every minor inconvenience and slightest deviation 
in comfort levels to accommodate any squeaky wheel 
that comes along? 

To add insult to injury, the Chairman of the town's 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) Committee, 
Ziporah Hildebrandt — who claims to suffer from 
the "stink disease" herself — is attempting to lobby 
for this cause as an ADA and civil rights issue. 
Frankly, this is an affront to all people with legitimate 
medical disabilities who may not be able to walk, see 
or hear — all of which would greatly impair their 
ability to participate fully in a Town Meeting with- 
out certain concessions being made. 

This ludicrous and medically-dubious "multiple 
chemical sensitivities syndrome" is in no way on the 
same level as necessary provisions for handicap ac- 
cessibility, the need for a walking cane or seeing-eye 
dog, or the dependence on a hearing aid or sign-lan- 
guage interpreter, just to name a few. And if such 
smells are that offensive and harmful to these people, 
I'll be glad to offer an immediate and more cost-ef- 
fective solution to the problem, especially appropri- 
ate given the Commonwealth's current fiscal climate. 

Shutesbury officials should just take a run down 
to Wal-Mart and pick up a $2.89 bag of good, old- 
fashioned wooden clothespins and hand them out to 
all Town Meeting voters this weekend.
